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Trustees’ Report. 



To the Taxpayers of the Village of Proctor : 

The unprecedented drought throughout New Eng- 
land during the past season, was felt by us so severely 
as to seriously impair the efficiency of our water system. 
In order to prevent under any conditions a recurrence of 
trouble of this character, a special village meeting was 
called on Sept. 1st to see if the village would increase 
its water supply. At that meeting it was voted to 
spend not exceeding the sum of ten thousand dollars 
for this purpose, and in accordance with that vote your 
Trustees have enlarged and completed the water sup- 
ply of the village so that we now feel confident that our 
present system will be ample to supply the wants of the 
village for many years. 

As yo.u will see from the list of the Trustees’ or- 
ders, we completed this work at a cost of $7,308.16.

The total number of different pupils enrolled in 
the schools during the past year has been 476, an in- 
crease of 18 over the enrollment of 1899, and 38 over 
the enrollment of 1898. We think the attendance has 
improved somewhat over previous years, although it is 
not by any means what we desire, or what it should be. 
We do not think there is much truancy, but we fear 
pupils are allowed to remain at home for trivial reasons 
and we again urge the parents to do all in their power 
to assist in remedying this difficulty. 

No normal class was formed at the beginning of the 
year, but there are several who are considering entering 
upon this work next fall, so that doubtless a class will 
be formed. There will be no class to graduate in June 
on account of lengthening the course in the High 
School to four years. The schools, however, will 
doubtless prepare some public exercises to be held at 
the close of the school year. 

The vertical system of writing introduced two years 
ago seems 'to be attended _ with excellent results. Mr. 
Abbott calls particular attention to this in his report, 
and in this connection says: “ The good results attend- 
ing the introduction of the vertical system of writing 
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last year have attended its continuation this year. I 
feel as I watch the result of this system that it is the 
natural method of writing. The writing this year is 
fully up to the usual standard.” 

We had known for some time that the work in 
drawing was not satisfactory and that much better re- 
sults might be reached under more favorable circum- 
stances. We were also desirous of giving the pupils 
better and more systematic work in the line of physical 
culture, and with these two objects in view, we engaged 
Miss. Grace D. Gibson, a graduate of the Detroit Con- 
servatory, as special teacher of drawing, music, and 
physical culture. We feel the excellent results ob- 
tained fully warrant the expense. Under the subject 
of drawing, Mr. Abbott says: “ The interest which has 
been aroused in drawing, the eagerness with which the 
pupils take up the work, and the results as seen in the 
work of the pupils, is sufficient warrant for engaging a 
teacher for this subject. Progress has been made from 
the very start. As this subject becomes better regu- 
lated to a system, still better results are expected. As 
it is, a great deal of natural talent has been brought out. ” 

Excellent results have been realized in the depart- 
ment of physical culture. Miss Gibson visits each 
school once each day, giving them systematic work in 
physical culture, and the teacher follows out her in- 
structions in giving to her school another period each 
day, so that each room is given two periods each day 
of special physical exercise. Miss Gibson has also 
kindly consented to form a teachers’ class in physical 
culture, which is much appreciated by all the teachers. 

Some school rooms are getting somewhat crowded, 
but we hope to be able to get along with our present 
accommodations for another year. 

We feel that we have been particularly fortunate in 
our teachers, and desire to express to Mr. Abbott and 
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all of the teachers our appreciation of their faithful, 
untiring efforts for the good of our schools. 

We have collected $96.50 during this year for tuition 
money from non-resident pupils. We recommend that 
a tax of 55 cents on the dollar be raised for school pur- 
poses for the coming year.

Health Officer’s Report 



For the year ending March 19th, 1900, I would 
respectfully submit the following report: — 

During the late winter and spring of ’99 measles 
was prevalent in our community and many cases were 
reported, most of which were of mild type. There were 
no deaths from this disease. 

As in many towns and villages of the state, typhoid 
fever again appeared in Proctor, and during the last 
few months a number of cases have been reported. 
Some have been very ' mild, most have run the usual 
uncomplicated course, a few have been severe, three 
being fatal. The appearance of typhoid has been due 
not to the unsanitary condition of the village, for it has 
been carefully inspected, and the usual strict measures 
have been enforced against filth and uncleanliness, but 
rather has it been caused here, as elsewhere, by com- 
plications arising from the prolonged drouth and the 
diminishing of our water supply. No new cases have 
been reported for more than a month. 

We have had several cases of scarlet fever, with 
one fatality, several of erysipelas, and one each of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis and diphtheria, the latter 
being of the mildest type. 

The Board of Health has good reason to suspect 
non-resident peddlers with packs of clothing andhiotions 
of being the carriers of scarlet fever contagium. For 
the protection of our village the Board issued an order 
Feb. 14th, 1900, to extend for a period of ten weeks, 
forbidding the above name class “ exposing for sale or 
barter from house to house articles of clothing, notions, 
etc.” 
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I take this opportunity to warn villagers of the 
danger of allowing these strangers at any time to open 
their packs in the houses, and of buying and using 
their goods. 

Forty burial permits have been issued. Of these 
twenty-six were for interment in Proctor, thirteen were 
for removal and one for burial hereof a non-resident.

We have felt that it would, perhaps, be necessary 
to provide larger accommodations for our schools the 
coming fall, and have considered somewhat the best 
method of doing this. After a more careful examina- 
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tion of the matter, we have decided that we may be 
able to provide for our schools with present accommo- 
dations, by making slight changes in the location of 
different grades. We have wanted to avoid going to 
the expense of providing temporary accommodations, as 
we have expected that within a few years we should 
want to erect a larger building, doing away with one or 
both .of the smaller buildings. We may decide to adopt 
the method, used in many of the larger places, of retain- 
ing the primary children in school only a part of each 
day, thus being able to use the same rooms for different 
scholars, and in this way accommodating a much larger 
number. We think there are many objections to keep- 
ing the primary children in school as many hours as we 
now do, and where this method has been tried the 
result has been very satisfactory. 

Miss Gibson was obliged to resign her position 
here as special teacher of drawing, music and physical 
culture at the end of the fall term, and we were very 
fortunate in securing the services of Miss Josephine B. 
Matthews. We think this part of the work is accom- 
plishing excellent results in the schools. Miss Matthews 
is now introducing mechanical drawing. 

Drawing is a department to which much more time 
.and attention should be given, and it is proposed to 
make it to some extent an optional course in the higher 
grades, thus giving the pupils an opportunity of doing 
more in this line of practical work. 

We think Mr. Abbott and the corps of teachers 
* have been very faithful and painstaking in their work, 
and are to be commended upon the results obtained. 

We recommend that a tax of 60 cents on the dollar 
be raised for school purposes for the coming year.

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Health Officer’s Report 



For the year ending March 15th, 1901, I would re- 
spectfully submit the following report: — 

It is a matter worthy of note that during the past 
twelve months there has been much less serious illness 
in our town and village than in several preceding 
years. We have had no extensive epidemic of any 
disease, even grip, which has raged about us, has not 
been wide-spread and frequently severe in Proctor. 
The school attendance has averaged high, and the ab- 
sences of adults from work have been comparatively 
few. The number of deaths is smaller than for sev- 
eral years. We have been unusually free from the 
severe forms of the ordinary infectious and contagi- 
ous diseases, and there have been no deaths from any 
of them. During the spring and early summer there 
were a number of cases of scarlet fever, most of them 
mild, and never badly complicated. 

The typhoid and diphtheria cases have been very 
few in number and of a light type. 

The morality in diseases reported to the health of- 
ficer has been confined to meningitis, three cases and 
all fatal. 

We wish to emphasize the need of greater caution 
in the management of even mild cases of sore throat and 
rash. The former might be diphtheria and the latter 
possibly scarlet fever. Hence as a matter of pro- 
tection to his family, as well as the community, it is 
the duty of every householder where these disorders ' 
appear to seek medical advice. The health officer 
stands ready to assist such as cannot afford the ser- 
vices of a physician in these light cases which scarcely 
seem to need treatment. It should be remembered 
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that the most severe and even fatal forms of these dis- 
eases are sometimes developed from contact with the 
mildest cases. 

The State bacteriological laboratory at Burling- 
ton has been of great assistance to us. In suspected 
mild cases of diphtheria the negative laboratory reports 
remove the fears of patient and family, and pre- 
vent unnecessary quarantine, while positive reports 
protect the household and community. The labor- 
atory has also made several very complete analyses of 
our water supply, samples being taken both from 
the reservoirs and the system. These reports prove 
beyond a doubt the purity of our drinking water. 

Last fall careful inquiry was made to the number 
of school children vaccinated. It being found that a 
large per cent had never been vaccinated, the school 
and health boards jointly issued a circular urging upon 
parents the necessity of this, and offering vacci- 
nations to several children by the health officer at a 
nominal price. A large number availed themselves of 
the ‘offer. Nearly all the vaccinations were suc- 
cessful. In view of the continued appearance of small- 
pox in remote places even in our state, we cannot too 
strongly urge upon all the necessity of vaccination. 

The sanitary condition of the villager remains good. 
Each year improvements are made and conveniences 
added which have a direct and beneficial result 
upon the health of the community. There is a dis- 
position on the part of our people to assist in maintain- 
ing cleanliness of premises and streets. 

Permits have been issued for the interment of 
twenty-one in Proctor cemetery, for the removal of nine 
to other towns, and two for the burial here of non-resi- 
dents.

The number of different pupils enrolled during the 
spring and fall terms was 450. 

We have employed since vSeptember twelve regular 
teachers and two special teachers; the special teachers 
covering music, drawing, physical culture and assisting 
in a few recitations from the High school. 

We believe that the work in both music and draw- 
ing has been done much better than ever before. The 
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results obtained are so satisfactory that we feel it 
warranted the extra expense. 

Under the item of supplies, you will notice a marked 
increase in amount. This has been caused by the 
necessity of purchasing a large number of new text- 
books during the year. We have supplied new spelling 
books, geographies, grammars and arithmetics in place 
of the old worn-out books. We have also placed new 
maps in Grades IV, V, VI, and in the High school. 

The large amount spent for repairs was on account 
of having to provide an extra recitation room. This 
was arranged for by fitting up one of the basement 
rooms in the Hall building for a laboratory. 

We are pleased to note that our registers show a 
larger number of visitors to our schools than in previous 
years. We wish that this might continue, and that 
more of the parents would visit our schools and become 
.acquainted with the work being done there. 

You will notice from the treasurer’s report that the 
amount expended has quite a little exceeded the amount 
raised for school purposes during the year. For this 
reason we would recommend that a tax of 70 cents on 
the dollar be raised for school purposes for the coming 
year.

Health Officer’s Report. 



For the year ending March 15, 1902, I would re- 
spectfully submit the following report: — 

Contagious and infectious diseases have been pres- 
ent in our community during the last year in mild form, 
for the most part, and not epidemic in the number of 
cases. Diphtheria and scarlet fever have been almost 
exclusively among children, a number of them under 
school age, most of the cases entirely without com- 
plications and none terminating fatally. 

Of the four typhoid cases, two were fatal, but these 
were brought from a neighboring town that they might 
have better nursing, and the infection was of a pecul- 
iarly virulent type. 

Only two cases of measles have appeared ; none of 
meningitis; two of phthisis, both fatal, and two mild 
cases of whooping cough. 

We are to be congratulated upon the continued 
absence of small-pox from our borders. However, this 
should not lull us into indifference. 

The frequent appearance of this dreaded disease in 
many communities should lead us to be forearmed. 
Vaccination cannot be too strongly urged. 

The several analyses of our water supply, made at 
the different seasons of the year, show it to continue 
free from contamination and of good quality. 

There have been 24 deaths during the year. Of 
these 12 have been interred in Proctor cemetery.

t)uring the year ending March 15, 1903, Proctor 
has been exceptionally free from the severer contagious 
and infectious diseases, no case of scarlatina or of diph- 
theria having been reported for that time. 

Although measles and whooping cough have pre- 
vailed to some extent among the younger children, the 
epidemics were mild and were free from the complica- 
tions often existing with those diseases. 

The number of typhoid cases has been few, and the 
disease of a mild form. Only one case was fatal and 
that one was complicated by another disease. 

Two cases of pulmonary tuberculosis have appeared, 
one of which has apparently recovered. There have 
been a few cases of chicken pox. 

Improvements in the sewerage sywStem have been 
made which will benefit several families, and at the 
same time eliminate any possible source of infection that 
may have existed under the old conditions. 

The water supply continues to be excellent and 
free from any impurities, as shown by tlie several an- 
alyses made by the State Laboratory, Burlington. 

During the year there have been 70 births, 26 
deaths, and 24 interments in Proctor cemetery.

NEW WATER SUPPLY. 

In accordance with the resolution passed at the last 
annual meeting authorizing the trustees to improve and 
extend the Village water system so as to provide for a 
larger supply of water, we commenced investigations in 
different places, especially in connection with the Carrigan 
and Fox Brooks in Pittsford. The water from the Fox 
Brook tested fairly well and was the nearest supply avail- 
able> but there were possible sources of pollution, the 
quantity of the supply was of doubtful sufficiency for dry 
seasons and it would have been necessary to pump this 
water into the stand pipe, as the source was not high 
enough for a gravity system. We considered very strongly 
taking water from the Carrigan Brook, either in the very 
eastern part of Pittsford near the town line or in the edge 
of Chittenden. This water tested very well but the quan- 
tity of this supply was also unsatisfactory and it was im- 
possible to make reasonable trades with property owners. 
We then had samples of water taken from brooks in North 
Chittenden, from the Furnace Brook so called, near the 
Holden Post Office, from the same brook above C. R. Hol- 
den’s mill, from Coal Kiln Brook which empties into Fur- 
nace Brook a short distance above this mill, and also from 
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Furnace Brook about two miles farther up the stream near 
the Old Steam Mill. Nearly all of these samples tested 
well, the best two samples being from Coal Kiln Brook and 
from Furnace Brook near the location of the Old Steam 
Mill. 

Coal Kiln Brook is fed principally from a large spring 
at the top of the mountain and by other smaller springs 
lower down. It runs almost wholly in the woods until it 
empties into Furnace Brook. There are no houses on or 
near the brook except at the mouth, nor any other build- 
ings except one barn which has not been used for many 
years. Mr. C. R. Holden owns all the land over which 
this brook flows from the large spring to Furnace Brook- 
The flow of the brook during the driest season last Summer 
measured by weir over 500,000 gallons per day, which is 
about five times as much water as the Village used per day 
from the old reservoirs. The water also is comparatively 
soft, containing only 35.1 parts hardness in 1,000,000. 
This brook, therefore, seemed a favorable and safe source 
of supply and was selected. 

We made a trade wdth Mr. Holden by which he deeded 
to the Village one acre of land above the houses at the 
mouth for the purpose of an intake, also the use of suffi- 
cient land on Furnace brook above his residence for the 
purpose of an intake and filter if the Village should desire 
to take water direct from Furnace Brook. He also cov- 
enanted not to erect or permit to be erected any building 
on or near said Coal Kiln Brook anywhere on his land 
above the intake so that the drainage therefrom might 
contaminate the brook, or to permit any nuisance on or near 
the brook which might impair the quality of the water for 
drinking purposes. We were able to make satisfactory 
arrangements with all of the land owners for a right of 
way for the pipe line. We were obliged to pay more in 
settlement of water power damages than we thdught 
reasonable, but it was desirable to avoid litigation and we 
think the settlements made were-the best we could do un- 
der the circumstances. 
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The pipe line which is about eight miles long is of 
six-inch pipe and it is estimated that it has a possible floor- 
ing capacity of 463,000 gallons per day. The total cost of 
extension, viz, $43,875.46, has necessarily been large but 
we believe it affords a system sufficient for all reasonable 
necessities of the Village for many years to come. The 
appropriation which was made at the annual meeting, for 
the new water supply was found to be inadequate and at a 
special meeting July 30th, the Village voted to increase 
the appropriation to fifty thousand dollars, a part of which 
it has not been necessary to use. 



WATER AND SEWER EXTENSION IN VILUAGE. 

We have also expended considerable money in the 
Village the past season, extending our water and sewer 
system nearly the whole length of West street, East street, 
Patch street, Ormsbee Ave., Pleasant street and Primary 
street- 

We now have sewers connected with nearly every 
house in the Village or located so that the houses can be 
connected, so there will be very little expense necessary 
for some time at least for the construction of sewers. 

The Vermont Marble Co., have paid for all of the 
labor for putting in the water and sewer pipes on Patch 
Hill and Hospital Hill, being the sum of $1474- 18. They 
have also paid all the expense of labor for the extension of 
water and sewer on Pleasant street, the amount being 
$78.08. 



REFUNDING BONDS. 

Act No. 225 of the fiaws of Vermont for the year 1902, 
authorized the Village of Proctor to issue bonds to an 
amount not to exceed$ioo,ooo on such terms as saidVillage 
should prescribe, to pay or retire its outstanding and un- 
paid water and sewer bonds and its other outstanding and 
unpaid orders, notes, bonds or coupons, and to meet and 



defray the expense of improving or extending its water 
and sewerage systems and of improving its school houses 
and erecting new school houses. 

The Village at its annual meeting March 31, 1903, 
voted to issue bonds to an amount not to exceed $100,000 
for the purposes named in said act with interest at not to 
exceed the rate of y/2 per cent, per annum, payable semi- 
annually on the first days of January and July, and auth- 
orized the trustees to fix generally the terms and conditions 
of said bonds and to negotiate and sell the same at public 
auction or private sale as they in their discretion might 
deem best. 

Act No. 13 of the Laws of Vermont for the year 1902 
provides that money loaned at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing 3 per cent, per annum to any town, city, village or 
incorporated school district by individuals living in said 
town, city, village or incorporated school district shall be 
exempt from taxation. On account of said act we were 
able to arrange with individuals living in the Village to 
take the entire issue of said bonds at a 3 per cent, rate: 

One hundred bonds of $1000 dollars each were issued 
May 1, 1903. They bear interest at the rate of three per 
cent per annum, payable semi annually on the first days 
of January and July of each year. Two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) of said bonds mature on the first day of Janu- 
ary of each year ffom 1905 to 1914, both inclusive; $3,000. 
mature on the first day of January of each year from 1915 
to 1924, both inclusive ; $4,000. on the first day of January 
of each year from 1925 to 1934, both inclusive ; and $5000. 
on the first day of January of 1935 and 1936. 

The Village reserved in said bonds the right to re- 
deem any of them, if not due before that date, at any time 
after December 31, 1909, at par and accrued interest. The 
Village agrees in said bonds that if they should cease to 
be exempt from taxation under the laws of the State of 
Vermont, while owned by an individual living in said 
Village, upon demand in writing to that effect delivered 
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by such owner to the treasurer of the Village at least 
thirty days prior thereto, it will pay his bonds at the next 
interest payment period, or pay interest thereon thereafter 
until paid, at the rate of 3% per cent per annum, as it 
may elect. 

These bonds, which are at a favorable rate and upon 
favorable conditions for the Village, have all been sold at 
par. The proceeds therefrom have beeh applied as follows :

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In accordance with the vote at our last Village meeting, 
we have during the year secured land and erected thereon 
a four-room school building, the total expense being 
as shown above, $12,251.67. This amount was all expend- 
ed on the building except $311.71 which was paid 
for part of the land. The price for the balance of the 
land has not yet been agreed upon- 

The growth of the Village has been such that the 
location of the stone schoolhouse has become less desirable 
from the standpoint of convenience. We have also felt for 
many other reasons that the building was not well suited 
for school purposes. It has, however, been difficult to de- 
termine what was the best course for the Village to take 
regarding new school buildings, considering at the same 
time the present conditions and probable growth, and we 
have had much difficulty in selecting the most suitable 
location. We feel, however, that the location selected is 
the b^st available. It is excellent from the standpoint of 
health and is as centrally located, all things considered, as 
could be found. If our schools continue to increase, nat- 
urally the next move would be to erect a larger and better 
building iu the north part of the Village to take the place 
of the present North Building. This, however, will not be 
necessary for some time, as the building jiist erected gives 
ample room for the present and provides in connection, 
with the other buildings for considerable growth. 

The expense incurred in connection with the new build- 
ing was greater than we anticipated. In many ways the 
location was an expensive one upon which to build, con- 
sidering highways, water, sewer, excavation and grading, 
and we desired, in erecting a building, which would 
be permanent, to have one modern and as nearly perfect in 
every respect as was possible. We have provided the 
building with the best plumbing, heating and ventilating 
systems, all of which are exceedingly important, especially 
in a building to be used for primary children. 



We think there has been an improvement in our schools 
during the past year in many respects. The corps of 
teachers is excellent ; we believe the best it has ever been. 
While the attendance has improved somewhat, it is not 
what it should be. A school cannot do successful work 
without punctual, regular attendance on the part of all 
scholars. This is true in all of the grades, and we again 
urge the parents’ more personal attention to this matter. 
We believe improved attendance is the surest way to im- 
prove the condition of our schools and the greatest assist- 
ance in this line must come from the parents. 



We also urge upon all parents the importance of allow- 
ing their children to remain through the entire course. 
The High School does not increase in numbers as 'we hoped 
it would. We have endeavored to provide an excellent 
course in the High School and a fine corps of teach- 
ers to carry on the work, and we urge upon you all the 
importance of allowing the pupils to continue through the 
course and graduate. 



We all appreciate much the increased interest shown 
by the parents in the various departments of our schools. 
This interest helps in every way; it encourages both the 
teachers and pupils.

There has been an extensive epidemic of whooping 
cough during the winter. Over forty cases were reported, 
but that by no means equaled the number that existed. 



In addition to the 24 families quarantined there have 
been 14 fumigations, 14 inspections of cellars, houses, etc. 
and inspections for suspected contagious or infectious dis- 
eases. 

Of the 36 deaths that occured in Proctor during the 
year, six were from pneumonia, six from diseases of the 
heart alone or complicating another disease, six from dis- 
eases peculiar to infancy and childhood, four from trau- 
matic injury, three from meningitis, three from typhoid, 
one from old age, and the remaining seven from various 
other causes. Fourteen died between birth and the age of 
5 years, two between the ages of 5 and 20, ten between the 
ages of 20 and 40, seven between the ages of 40 and 60, and 
three between the ages of 60 and 81. 

There were issued 27 permits for interment in Proctor 
Cemetery and 9 for removals to other towns. 

77 Births were recorded for the year.

During the Spring term 12 schools were maintained 
and since September, 13; as with the beginning of the Fall 
term it was necessary to divide the eighth and ninth 
grades and separate teachers were given to each grade.

The attendance during the year has been somewhat 
irregular, mainly caused by sickness which has prevailed 
during the year. This, of course, interferes quite badly 
with the work of the schools and we cannot urge too 
strongly the necessity of the regular attendance of all 
pupils. 



At the last session of the Legislature a slight change 
was made in the school age which requires pupils to re- 
main in school a little longer than heretofore.

For the year ending March 15, 1905, the following 
contagious and infectious diseases were reported: — 

German measles, i; chicken pox, i; measles, 4; diph- 
theria, 2; scarlatina, 2; typhoid, 4; tuberculosis, 3; pneu- 
monia, 15; whooping cough, 3, 

There has been an epidemic of mumps, but inasmuch 
as a physician is seldom called to attend this disease only 
a few cases have been reported. 

In this connection it may not be out of place to call 
attention to the fact that the laws of 1902 require the head 
of a family in whose home there occurs a case of con- 
tagious or infectious disease dangerous to the public 
health, to immediately give notice to the health officer of 
the town or city in which he lives. Of course this refers 
to those cases of contagious disease where a physician is 
not called. If this matter of notifying the health officer 
were more generally understood and practiced by the 
heads of families, it would enable us to have more com- 
plete reports, and what is of greater consequence, it would 
limit the spread of contagious diseases which are sup- 
posedly harmless, but which may be dangerous to the 
public health because of their complications or results. 

There have been eight quarantines for contagious 
diseases, eight fumigations, three inspections, and one 
nuisance has been abated. 

During the year 36 deaths have occurred. Of these 
28 permits were issued for interment in Proctor cemetery.

Very little work has been done the past year on the water system, 
all that has been necessary being an extention on Plospital Hill, to 
accommodate new houses; and a short extention on Eden Ave. to 
accommodate the new houses there. The sewer system has been ex- 
tended on the last named street, and the sewer on Warner St. has been 
extended to accommodate the new houses on Hospital Hill. 

The highway near the machine shop has been widened by blasting 
away the ledge on the south side of the highway, retaining wall has 
been built on the nortn side and a sidewalk laid a distance of about 6U0 
feet. This sidewalk should be extended another year, if possible, as 
far as the market. A sidewalk has also been laid on North St., from 
Church St. to the C. & P. R. R. near the meat market. We believe 
the laying of these two sidewalks a good improvement, as they accom- 
modate a large number of people, and the streets in this vicinity both 
in Spring and Fall, have always been very muddy. 

The bonded indebtedness of the Village has been reduced $2000, as 
required; and in order to save interest, we thought best to pay one of 
the old orders, No. 210, for $5000. By doing this we were able to save 
six months interest, but have been obliged to make a temporary loan 
of $1500;' and before this year’s taxes are received, it will be necessary 
to borrow still more. 

The net liabilities of the Village have been reduced during the 
past year about $6000.

The enrollment in the High School was 54, which is 
the highest number ever enrolled at any one time. 
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The same number of schools have been maintained as 
daring the previous year, but at the beginning of the Fall 
term it was thought best to employ an extra teacher to as- 
sist in the work of the Primary Departments on account of 
the large enrollment in those rooms, and also to act as a 
supply teacher in case of sickness of any of the lower grade 
teachers. This has worked very satisfactorily. 

Included in the item of repairs, is $91.49, which was 
spent in putting a new floor in Grade 7, and changing 
enough of our old double desks to single desks to reseat 
this room. 

We would recommend a school tax of 70 cents on the 
dollar of the grand list, the same as has been raised for the 
past five years.

For the year ending March 15, £907, I would respect- 
fully submit the following report: 

With the exception of a general epidemic of measles 
during the first part of the year, our community has been 
unusually free from infectious and contagious diseases. 

The following record is incomplete in regard to the 
number of cases of tuberculosis, owing to the fact that such 
cases are required by law to be reported directly to the 
Secretary of the State Board instead of to the local Health 
Officer.

Four dwellings and their contents have been fumigated 
after “full quarantine” and three fumigations of clothes 
and rooms have been made, making a total of seven fumi- 
gations for the year. 

Four inspections were made, and one nuisance abated. 

There have been recorded for the year 37 deaths, in- 
cluding 4 still births. P'or 27 of this number permits have 
been issued for burial in Proctor Cemetery. 

There has been some improvement in the quality of 
the milk supplied by our local dairymen, although not to 
the extent hoped for. Specimens of milk sent from time to 
time to the State Laboratory for analysis have in several 
instances failed to meet the requirements of the State Pure 
Food Law— notably, in purity. This is a condition that 
should not exist. Those who can influence or control this 
matter should see to it that our milk supply is kept as pure 
and free from contamination as is our water supply, and in 
keeping with the sanitary conditions of which Proctor may 
be justly proud.

Three families have been under full quarantine and nine 
under modified quarantine. 

Three dwellings and their contents were fumigated after 
full quarantine, and one after a case of tuberculosis. Four 
other fumigations of rooms and clothing were made, making 
a total of eight fumigations for the year. 

Inspection of premises, cellars, etc., have been made 
whenever occasion has arisen. Any unsanitary condition 
found at such times has been corrected so far as possible. 

Regular examinations of our water supply have been 
made at intervals of three months each. Each analysis has 
shown the water to be normal. 

Samples of the milk supplied to families, and of that 
brought to the Creamery have been sent to the State Labora- 
tory for examination, at frequent intervals during the year. 
The results of such examinations have shown a general im- 
provement in the quality of the milk. And we know that 
there has been a decided improvement in the method of milk 
production at the farms and in its delivery to customers. 

Again we should be reminded that all cases, or suspicious 
cases, of contagious disease not attended by a physician, 
should be immediately reported to the Health Board by the 
head of the family in which the disease exists. Not only 
does the State law require it, but the welfare of the younger 
children in our community demands such notification. In 
this way only shall we be able to prevent serious outbreaks 
of contagious disease. 

During the year thirty-eight deaths have occurred in 
Proctor. For these, twenty-three permits have been issued 
for interment in Proctor cemetery, and fifteen for removal 
to and burial in other towns. THOMAS H. HACK, M.D.

We have received during the year $299.00 for tuition 
of non-resident pupils and $8.72 for books sold. There has 
also been paid into the Treasury by the State Treasurer the 
sum of $347.76 as the share of the State of the salary of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Fire escapes have been placed in both ends of the 
Primary Street Building. 

It has seemed necessary to us to provide for additional 
and better school room facilities and action on the matter 
has already been taken at a special Village meeting. We 
hope during the summer months to rebuild the present 
High School Building, using the entire structure for school 
purposes, and in so doing arrange for three additional 
school rooms, to provide for a much larger High School 
room and better recitation rooms, to provide on the third 
floor a good school hall and laboratory and also to put in an 
entirely new efficient ventilating and heating plant. 

We are also planning to remodel the North Primary 
school building making it into two rooms instead of three 
and to provide in the building toilet room and lavatories 
which are badly needed. 

The full report of the Superintendent of Schools, giving 
State Statistics, is published separately. 

We would recommend a School tax of seventy cents on 
the dollar of the grand list, the same as has been raised for 
the past seven years.

Of the four typhoid cases, three contracted the disease 
outside of Proctor. 

The epidemic of measles has been extensive and of a 
rather severe type. So widespread had it become among 
the school children that it was deemed best to close the 
primary grades until the disease had abated. This action 
has apparently been effective in limiting the spread of the 
disease, especially in the north part of the village where 
very few cases have occurred since the schools were closed. 

Unsanitary conditions have been corrected whenever 
brought to the attention of the local Board of Health. 
Under this head, several nuisances have been abated, and 
inspections made of building, cellars, etc. 

Samples of milk from the village supply and from the 
creamery have been sent to the State Laboratory for analysis 
at intervals or about one month, during the past year. The 
results of such analyses are published in the Bulletin, 
issued quarterly by the Vt. State Board of Health. This 
publication is free, and will be sent regularly to anyone 
wishing his name placed on the mailing list. 

Diphtheria antitoxin provided by the State Board of 
Health is now furnished free of charge, to any person in 






Vermont who may need it. This is a generous measure, 
and one that will be greatly appreciated by every physician 
who has had to treat diphtheria among the poor. Proctor 
has been appointed one of the stations in Rutland County 
where antitoxin may be procured. 

During the year thirty-two deaths have occurred in 
Proctor. For these twenty- four permits have been issued 
for interment in Proctor cemetery, and eight for removal to 
other towns.

From the above it will be seen that we have spent for the 
maintenance of schools, $11,071.05. We have received from 
the State Treasurer, on account of salary of Superintendent 
of Schools, $343.21, from tuition of non-resident pupils $175, 
and for books and supplies sold $13.38, leaving net cost of 
maintaining schools $10,539.46. 

During the summer vacation the High School building and 
the North Primary School building were remodeled and much 
improved. 

In the remodeling of the High School building we secured 
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four additional rooms, a larger High School room, and two 
excellent recitation rooms. A new heating and ventilating 
plant was installed, which seems to be in every way very 
satisfactory. The rooms are now pleasant, the building and 
equipment convenient and well suited for school purposes. 
There is one school room not in use. 

At the North building, the two lower rooms have been 
made into one room and toilet rooms installed on both floors. 
This building is very conveniently located for the primary 
children from the north end of the village and, with the im- 
provements made, we consider it a very satisfactory school 
building. We have added two schools during the past year 
and none of the rooms are now overcrowded. 

We have now upon our roll eighteen teachers, the superin- 
tendent and three janitors. 

The tax for the maintenance of schools during the past few 
years has been 70 cents on the dollar of the grand list. While 
the school expense has necessarily increased, there has been 
an increase in the grand list, and we believe during the com- 
ing year a tax of 65 cents on the dollar will be sufficient for 
school purposes, and we therefore recommend a school tax of 
65 cents on the dollar of the grand list.

We recommend a tax of sixty-five cents to defray current 
school expenses, a reduction of five cents from the tax of 1909, 
and also a village tax of thirty-five cents to defray current 
expense, interest and indebtness. This tax of thirty-five 
cents replaces the village tax of twelve cents and water and 
sewer tax of thirty cents in 1909, making a reduction of 
seven cents.

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Health Officer’s Report. 



During the year ending March 15, 1910, there were 91 cases 
of contagious and infectious diseases reported. They are di- 
vided as follows : Diphtheria 2 ; measles 62 ; chicken pox 

12 ; mumps 4 ; typhoid 3 ; pneumonia 7 ; and epidemic spinal 
meningitis 1. 

In the matter of clean milk, conditions are greatly impro- 
ved. Four farms supplying the village with milk were 
inspected last April before certificates to peddle were granted 
to their owners. Later in order to keep up the supply four 
other farms were inspected and the owners allowed to furnish 
those already holding certificates. In this way no milk is 
sold except from those dairies approved by the local Board of 
Health and in turn by the State Board. In addition to these 
inspections, samples of milk were sent to the State Labora- 
tory for analysis. The reports on these samples showed the 
milk to be normal physically and microscopically and up 
to the standard chemically. . 

The mortuary statistics show that 20 males and 18 females 
died during the year, a total of 38 deaths. Of these 8 were 
Americans, 6 Canadians, 6 Swedes, 6 Hungarians, 4 Irish, 
3 Poles, 3 Finlanders, and 2 Italians. 

The cause of death may be grouped as follows : General 
diseases, 4 ; diseases of the respiratory system, 5; diseases 
of the circulatory system, 3 ; diseases of the digestive system, 
6 ; diseases of the nervous system, 1 ; diseases of the genito- 
urinary system, 1 ; childbirth, 3 ; early infancy, 9 ; old age, 
2 ; ill-defined 1. There were three deaths from violence, all 
accidental.

The legal voters in village meeting of the Village of Proctor are hereby 
warned to meet at the Village Hall, in said village, on Tuesday, the 29th 
of March, A. D. 1910, at 7:30 o’clock p. m., to act on the following mat- 
ters, to wit: 

1st. To elect a President, Clerk, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, three 
Auditors, and three Fire Wardens, to serve for the term of one year; one 
Trustee and one member of the Prudential Committee to serve for the 
term of three yearjs. 

2nd. To hear and act upon reports of officers. 

3rd. To see if the village will raise money by taxation or otherwise to 
pay the expenses of the village, and if so, how much. 

4th. To see if the village will raise more than 20 cents on the dollar 
highway tax, as required by law, and if so, how much. 

5th. To see if the village will vote to pay to the Town of Proctor the 
sum of $200 or any part thereof for the permanent improvement of its 
highways, in accordance with the provisions of Section 4009 of the Public 
Statutes. 

6th. To see if the village will raise money by taxation or otherwise for 
the support of schools, and if so, how much. 

7th. To see if the village will raise money by taxation to pay the cur- 
rent expenses and a part of the indebtedness of the water and sewer sys- 
tem, and if so, how much. 

8th. To see if the village will accept the provisions of Sections 619 to 
624, inclusive, of the Public Statutes, for the collection of taxes by the 
Treasurer. 

9th. To see if the village will vote to issue bonds to pay or retire its 
outstanding and unpaid orders issued for building the new Village Hall 
and for remodeling and improving the High School and North Street 
school buildings, or for the payment of such orders, or to pay or retire any 
other orders of the village; and if so to determine the amount of said 
bonds, the time and place where they shall be payable, the rate of interest 
thereon and when payable, whether the same shall be registered or have 
interest coupons attached, and all other necessary conditions thereof. 

10th. To see if the village will authorize the Trustees to borrow money 
for the temporary use of the village. 

11th. To see if the village will defray the expense of surety bonds for 
the village officers, where bonds are required. 

12th. To see if the village will appropriate any money for the use of 
the Proctor band, and if so, how much. 

13th. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
